Last Tribute Is Paid To 
Superintendent 
Of 
Battlefield; Bur­ 
ied In Ever­ 
green. 


Largely attended funeral services 
were held at 2 o’clock this afternoon 
at the Cope home, Baltimore street, 
for Colonel 
Ernmor 
Bradley Cope, 
Superintendent of the Gettysburg n a­ 
tional park, who died last .Saturday 
evening. 
The Rev. I). W. Woods, pastor of 
tile Iyower Marsh Creek Presbyterian 
church, preached the sermon, paying 
unstinting tribute to the greatness of 
the man, to his sterling qualities a\*d 
to his services on behalf of the bat­ 
tlefield. 
The Rev. Mr. Woods was assisted 
in the service by the Rev. Kdwnrd ll. 
Jones, pastor of the Gettysburg Pres­ 
byterian 
church, 
of 
which 
‘’olonel 
Cope was un active member, holding 
the position of elder at the time of 
hi- death. 
Had Qualities of the Great 
The Rev. Mr. Woods spoke in part, 
as follows: 
“Of the men who knew Lincoln few 
remain. 
To have known 
Lincoln 
may be no credit to a man. 
To have 
a spirit like his means that one pos­ 
sesses the ideas, the principles, the 
estim ate of human worth which found 
their high expression in the career of 
the great 
president wh<nn one has 
aptly o ile d ‘the first American.’ 
“ His 
outstanding 
characteristic 
was simplicity. Such also, I believe, 
was the evident quality of Colonel 
Cope’s character. 
His clear vision 
saw life plainly because his heart was 
pure. 
“ A Man greater than Lincoln, the 
great Master of us all, said the en­ 
trance into the kingdom of heaven, 
into the truest, 
highest 
life, 
is 
through the gatew ay of childhood, 
('olonel Cope never lost the child-like 
spirit. 
“ Years and experience 
developed 
abilities of a high order. The strength 
and gentleness, the self-control and 
peace, the joy in all simple beauty, 
which strew in him to ripeness and 
m aturity, gave him a nature, mtdlow 
und serene, which was founded on and 
rose from a plain and sure faith in 
God as our Father, and in which he 
looked upon men as his brothers. 
This was his religion and his life. 
“ It is not 
surprising, 
therefor?, 
that he was a careful worleman, ac­ 
curate and faithful, a loyal friend, a 
fearless champion of the right. The 
line work that he did, the trust re­ 
posed in him by the national govern­ 
ment, left him absolutely unspoiled; 
there was in him not the slightest 
trace of pride. 
His modesty, 
his 
humility, won for him the love and 
friendship of his associates, both su­ 
periors and inferiors. 
Little chil­ 
dren were his familiars. 
“ ‘Behold,’ said the Master, ‘I have 
called you friend,’ 
and 
such 
was 
Colonel Cope to all who knew him. 
“ His was the simplicity that is in 
Christ, our divine M aster and Friend. 
It was of such as Colonel Cope that 
our Lord said, 
‘Blessed are the pure 
in heart for they shall see God.’ ”

m ilitary honors were 
accorded 
the 
Civil W ar veteran in Evergreen ceme­ 
tery, where interm ent was made.

Mexico City, 
June 
1.— (A P )—An 
official boycott by governmental de­ 
partm ents against 
American 
goods 
has been decreed by President Calles 
as a reprisal for “the systematic em­ 
bargo placed by the United States on 
merchandise bought by different gov­ 
ernm ental departm ents in the United 
States.” 
The decree considers the 
“em bargo” injurious and due to un­ 
justified delays. 
The 
presidential decree instructs 
governmental departm ents not to buy 
directly or indirectly furniture, m a­ 
chinery or any kind of goods in the 
United States and instructs the for­ 
eign office to order the Mexican em ­ 
bassy and consulates in the United 
States not to make any payments 
running contrary to this decision.

bureau of hygiene, state departm ent 
of health, accompanied by Dr. Eugene 
Elgin, of East Berlin, Adams county 
medical director, inspected eating and 
drinking stands and public rest camps 
in the county today. 
Many of the law’s provisions, regu 
luting stands and camp sites, have 
been on the statu te books for n num ­ 
ber of years, but 
have never been 
strictly enforced, Mr. Haines saki. An 
effort is now tieing made to rigidly 
enforce all of the provisions of the 
laws regulating stands and camp sites. 
To Teat Water 
According 
to 
Mr. 
Haines, 
the 
traveling laboratories of the state de 
partm ent of health will start out this 
week to test w ater 
at 
eating 
and 
drinking stands and camp sites. 
This 
is now a yearly practice of the de 
partm ent. 
Signs designating w ater 
supplies as “good” or “dangerous” 
are given on the outcome of the tests 
of the water. 
The general provisions of the state 
law’ governing euting and drinking 
places and camp sites follow: 
“The provisions of these rules and 
regulations shall apply throughout the 
commonwealth of Pennsylvania and 
shall apply 
equally 
to 
individuals, 
partnerships, 
firms, 
corporations, 
municipalities and any other political 
sub-divisions and shall apply to any 
camp now or 
hereafter established 
within the commonwealth. 
“ For the purpose of these rules and 
regulations the term ‘cam p’ shall mean 
any tract of land used, either with or 
without charge, 
by 
the 
public 
for 
camping 
purposes 
or 
upon 
which 
cabins, 
tents, 
barracks 
or 
similar 
facilities are provided for use by the 
public for 
tem porary 
lodging p u r­ 
poses. 
“ Every camp subject to the provi­ 
sions of these rules and regulations 
shall comply therewith. 
“The tract of land used for the 
camp site shall be well drained, sus­ 
ceptible to quick drying after rain and 
remote from m arshes or swamps. It

The court held that Perovich 
had no right 
to 
reject 
executive 
clemency. 
The case was one of the most un­ 
usual in the annals of the supreme 
court. 
As a consequence of the de­ 
cision, Perovich, free for the last two 
years on a writ of habeas corpus, must 
go back to Leavenworth penitentiary 
for the rest of his life unless Presi 
debt Coolidge pardons him. 
He al­ 
ready has served more than twenty 
years, 
One of the most extraordinary fea­ 
tures of the case was the fact that the 
president who commuted 
Perovich's 
sentence now sits as chief justice of 
the supreme court. 
Because of his 
peculiar interest in the case, Chief 
Justice Taft did not participate in 
the decision, but he smiled broadly 
as he heard Justice Holmes read the 
opinion of his colleagues upholding 
his act of clemency.

Harrisburg, (A P )—Plans have been 
completed by the state 
bureau 
of j 
plant industry to determine the length 
of time that the germ of the potato , 
wart will live in soil which is not 
planted to potatoes. 
The 
experi- I 
ments will cover a period of fifteen I 
years. 
A plot of ground has been leased for 
this purpose near Hazleton. 
Five 
beds, each IOO feet by IO feet, will be 
enclosed in cement walls to prevent , 
particles of earth being swept away. f 
and the ground within the walls will 
I be impregnated with wart germs. The 
J beds will be planted to varieties of f 
I potatoes susceptible to the wart, va­ 
rieties immune to the wart, to garden 
truck and to grass with one bed re­ 
maining fallow. 
As the experiment 
progresses the beds will be covered 
with coal dirt which prevents 
the 
growth of any vegetation. 
The wart came into Pennsylvania 
in 1912 from a shipment of potatoes 
from Europe. 
The potatoes found 
sale in the mining sections of Penn­ 
sylvania, Maryland and 
West 
Vir­ 
ginia, which, state experts say, are 
the only places in the country where ' 
the wart has appeared. 
Since the wart entered 
Pennsyl­ 
vania it has been confined to eleven 
counties and within the past several 
years no spread of the infection has * 
been discovered although all gardens 
in the vicinities of the infested areas 
have been inspected annually. 
In 
the territory in which it appears the 
residents are required, under penalty, * 
to plant varieties immune to the dis­ 
ease and by this method it is hoped 
to eradicate the wart. 
The disease, as the name implies, 
causes large warts to appear on the 
potatoes. 
These are much 
softer 
than the remainder of the potato and 
while they do not interfere with the 
edible qualities, the infected places 
lot very easily and prevent success­ 
ful storage. 
The wart is found in sections of 
Lackawanna, 
Luzerne, 
Carbon, 
Schuylkill, Fulton, Bedford, Hunting­ 
don, Cambria, Armstrong, Clearfield 
and Centre counties.
